tillery is discussed by General Hein­ 
rich Rohne in an interview* published 


by the Vossische Zeitung. 


“In the war of 1870,” says General 
Rohne, “no German battery fired more 


than 200 rounds in one battle from 
I each of its guns. 
A Russian battery 
I fired 522 rounds for each of its guns 
Int the battle of Tusehitschao. 
“During the whole Franco-German 
war, the German artillery fired 817,000 
rounds, a tenth part of which was 
used in the battle of St. Privat. 
In 
the Russo-Japanese war one side used 
a total of 954,000 shells. 
“On 
March 
16 German headquar­ 
ters announced that the enemy dur­ 
ing the preceding fortnight had fired 
off an immense amount of heavy ar­ 
tillery of its own and 
of 
American 
manufacture, ~often using more than 
100,000 
shells 
in twenty-four hours. 
This is three times as much as was 
used in the battle of St. Privat on a 
front almost twice as long. The num­ 
ber of shots that were fired at a yard 
of front was six times as large as in 
the year 1870 in the hottest battle of 
the war. 
“Nearly 300,000 shells were fired at 
the north of Arras on June 17. This 
was almost as much as the whole fire 
of the German artillery in 1870. 
On 
the German side we used our ammuni 
tion more 
sparingly, 
because 
the 
American factories cannot add to our 
supplies. 
How costly the bombard 
ment of Arras was for the English 
may be gathered from the fact that 
the very smallest gun shoots a pro­ 
jectile costing at least $6.

New 
York, July 29.—Justice John 
Ford, of the supreme court, last night 
denied a new* trial to Charles Becker, 
the 
former 
police lieutenant, under 
sentence of death for instigating the 
murder 
of 
Herman Rosenthal, the 
gambler. 
This decision means 
that 
Becker 
must be electrocuted on Friday. 
Justice Ford announced his decision 
at IO o’clock last night, after he had 
labored for several days and nights 
on briefs submitted for and against 
the application for a new* trial. 
I have denied the motion for a new 
trial,’* the justice said. 
“I virtually 
arrived at my decision Tuesday night, 
but spent many 
hours 
since 
then 
phrasing and arranging my opinion.’’ 
Appeal Evidence Insufficient. 
Justice Ford’s decision covered five 
ull pages of legal-cap paper and con­ 
tained about 1,500 w*ords. It goes into 
the details of the affidavits filed by 
the attorneys for Becker and declares 
that the evidence “is, for the most 
part, cumulative and 
hence 
insuffi 
d e n t.” 
Referring to The plea of W. Bourke 
Cockran, chief counsel 
for 
Becker, 
that the right to grant a new trial is 
inherent in the court, 
the 
decision 
say s: 
“I cannot find anywhere in the au­ 
thorities even a suggestion that this 
court possesses any such (inherent) 
power. 
On the contrary, as has been 
pointed out, the power is granted by 
-statute and must be exercised in strict 
compliance with it.” 
In conclusion, the court says: 
“As I studied the authorities and ex­ 
amined the affidavits the conviction 
has grow’n upon me that it (a new- 
trial) could not be granted without 
disregarding the law* and attempting 
to usurp the functions of another de­ 
partment of the government. 
"The motion is therefore denied.” 
Benham Ruling Cited. 
The decision refers at some length 
to the case of R. C. Benham, which 
was urged by Cockran as grounds for 
^ranting a new trial. It declares that 
the resemblance between the Benham 
intl Becker motions is that the de­ 
fendants each had knowledge of the 
facts sought to be proved at the time 
if the trial, and was not permitted by 
his lawyers 
to 
testify 
concerning 
’hem. 
In tho Benham case there was 
new evidence aside 
from 
the 
de 
fendant’s, hut the court finds no such 
new- evidence in the Becker motion. 
Howard 
Benham was convicted 
of the murder of his wife at Batavia, 
N. Y . in 1*97. At his trial he did not 
take the witness stand. The court of 
appeals affirmed his conviction and 
Supreme Court Justice Hooker later 
granted him a new* trial. Justice Ford 
pointed om that Benham’s case dif­ 
fered from tha* of Becker in that 
Benham wanted to take 'h e stand, bul 
his lawyers would not permit him. 
Interprets Affidavits. 
Justice Ford puts this question in 
the decision: 
“Does the evidence set fo rth ;a s 
aewlv discovered in the affidavits J on 
behalf of the defendant meet th* re- 
Juirem ents of the statute and 
|hc 
frourt of appeals?” 
He 
therf dm 
terprets the affidavits as follows: 
“As to the defendant's own 
affi­ 
davit, it is not contended that it sets 
forth newly discovered evidence, and 
must be disregarded. 
“Kaufmann’s two affidavits detail 
certain conversations with "Bridgie’ 
Webber. Rosenibal, Mrs. Rosenthal, 
Applebaum and one Muttle. very little 
of w*hich would be admissible under 
the rules of evidence. 
“So of the affidavit of Edward C. 
Gintv. which purports to give the sub­ 
stance of a conversation had with 
Rose to the effect that it was not in­ 
tended that 
Rosenthal 
should 
be 
killed; that gage had over J5*000 in 


his possession, to be given to Rosen­ 
thal for the purpose of getting him 
out of the way, and that Rose w*as 
‘shocked and disappointed’ when he 
heard of Rosenthal’s death. 
Murphy Affidavit of No Weight. 
“The only theory 
on 
which this 
evidence might be considered compe­ 
tent is that it might be introduced to 
impeach or contradict Rose. But such 
proposed evidence 
is 
clearly 
of no 
weight upon this 
action. 
The same 
may be said of the 
affidavit 
of the 
convict Murphy.” 
The affidavits of John F. McIntyre 
and Martin T. Manton, of counsel for 
Becker; Deputy Warden Johnson, of 
Sing Sing, and Harry M. Applebaum, 
form er private secretary to the late 
Senator Timothy 
Sullivan, 
are de­ 
clared to be of no moment and of- 
efring no newr evidence. 
Tile opinion 
dismisses 
the other 
affidavits as immaterial anil incompe­ 
tent. 
District Attorney 
O. 
A. 
Perkins, 
who led the state's forces, was told of 
the decision over the telephone. 
He 
said: 
, 
"I am very glad Justice Ford took 
so much time and 
looked 
into the 
case so thoroughly. I am quite confi­ 
dent there was no merit in the affida­ 
vits. I am sure no mistake is being 
made in carrying 
out 
the sentence 
imposed.” 
Justice Ford was asked later about 
a possible appeal by Becker from the 
decision, but 
he 
declined 
to 
say 
whether Becker* can appeal. 
To Electric Chair Friday. 
Justice 
Ford’s 
decision 
means 
that Becker will undoubtedly be put 
to death in the electric chair short­ 
ly after 
daybreak 
Friday morning 
for a crime of which he was twice 
convicted 
after 
two 
sensational 
trials, which created 
widespread in­ 
terest. 


Says He’s Not Afraid to Die. 
Ossining, N. Y., July 29.—C harles 
Becker, in the death house at Sing 
Sing prison, last night received calm­ 
ly the news that his appeal for a new* 
trial had been denied.

T H E AFTER NO ON NEWSPAPER. 


The New York Globe publishes an 
interesting summary bf the newspa­ 
per advertising in that city during the 
first six months 
of 
1915, compared 
with the first 
six 
months 
of 1914 
The Globe, 
which 
is 
an afternoon 
newspaper, made the best percentage 
of gain of any New York newspaper, 
but the striking fact in the exhibit is 
what is accurately described as “the 
trend to the afternoon newspapers.” 
During the six 
months 
the New 
York Herald lost 14,000 lines of ad­ 
vertising, as compared with the first 
six months of 1914, but the N“w York 
Evening Telegram) the afternoon edi­ 
tion of the 
Herald, gained 
21,799 
lines. 
The New’ York* Sun, 
morning edi­ 
tion, lost 201,000 lines in six months; 
the Evening Sun gained 318,000 lines 
W. R. 
H earses 
morning newspa­ 
per, I he New York 
American, 
lost 
486,000 lines; 
the 
Evening Journal 
gained 57,000 lines. 
The Globe 
concludes 
from these 
figures that the advertisers of 
New 
York “have found that the newspaper 
that is taken home 
is 
a far better 
medium than the newspaper carried 
from the home to the street car floor 
or office scrap basket.” 
The accuracy cf such a conclusion 
is demonstrable everywhere. 
The 
newspaper on the 
street 
car going 
down town is of little 
value to the 
advertiser.—louisville Evening Post.

ed in a momentous struggle for the 
possession of Warsaw. In Turkey the 
allies have been 
kept 
out of Con­ 
stantinople. 
What of the future? 
The whole 
German theory' of the war was that 
it was to be short. 
By a series of 
swift and 
bloody 
strikes, Germany 
was to garner the advantages of long 
years of preparation. Paris was sure 
to be taken last September. By Janu­ 
ary Germany wfas to be in position to 
dictate peace. But there were several 
important 
interruptions. 
Belgium 
balked 
and 
delayed 
the 
advance. 
Great Britain interfered and compli­ 
cated matters more. The entente al­ 
lies fought harder than was expect­ 
ed. Austria didn’t 
show 
much form 
against the Russians and had to be 
assisted. Every delay helped the en- 
iente allies to get their fighting ma­ 
chines into trim. 
Italy 
refused to 
come in with the alliance, and finally, 
after a long delay, joined the other 
side. So here we are at the end of a 
year with the prospect of the war go­ 
ing on at least another winter. 
The argument of those that see ul­ 
timate victory for Germany 
is that, 
while her plans of last year are brok­ 
en down, she is still 
sufficiently re­ 
sourceful for a sucessful 
conclusion 
and that 
her 
fighting 
spirit 
has 
heightened rather 
than diminished. 
In other words, that 
Germany feels 
that she must win and therefore will 
win; that 
the 
entente 
allies 
are 
growing wreaker in 
spirit 
and must 
gradually lose stomach for the fight, 
especially if a smashing blow, such 
as is now directed against the Rus­ 
sians, is successful. 
There are those, however, who see 
victory for the entente allies. 
Thev 
believe that lim e is fighting against 
Germany. They point to the fact that 
the allies have control 
of the seas, 
and argue that a nation like Germa­ 
ny, whose whole industrial 
life has 
been for years shaped 
for overseas 
commerce, can not be shut off from 
the ocean indefinitely without receiv­ 
ing vital injuries. 
They 
still hope 
for the 
capture 
of Constantinople, 
for Russia free to come and go in 
the Black sea and the Mediterranean, 
and for the whirling into the allied 
line of the Balkan states. 
Lord Kitchener said the war might 
last three years. I^ooking at the sit­ 
uation one is willing to concede that 
he has a greater 
gift 
of prophecy 
than those who said a year ago that 
there would be peace by 
the follow­ 
ing 
Christmas.—St.
